Yet you are told at Red Deer 
that they handled as many cars 
in January this year as last, bat 
they do it with half the help. 
There is not an engine in use on 
freight that should not byin the 
scrap heap, and the officials at 
Montreal may find before long 
that they have sat on the west 
long enough. .A man could herd 
a bunch of stock to Calgary in 
less time than they can haul it 
and ‘the shrinkage Would not be 
near as much, If the C.P.R. 
would give the proper accommo- 
dation shippers could pay two or 
three cents a pound more to the 
farmers and make a living out of 
their work, but at present a hog 
that weighs 150 pounds leaving 
Lacombe is liable to weigh noth- 
ing at Calgary; the speed of the 
train just burns the flesh off it, 
Now there are many other in- 
stances where shippers of stock 
suffer a loss on account of rotten 
accommodation, and a little less 
of this high-handedness would be 
appreciated by all.

FEDERAL ASSISTANCE TO 
HORSE BREEDING. 


The progress that has béen at- 
tained in the past in Canadian 
horse breeding has been due lar- 
gely to individual effort. To the 
few who have done so much for 
the advancement of the industry 
every credit is duc, Thro the 
lack, however, of concert ac- 
tion and co-operative mesures 
on @ large scale amongst the 
breeders; the pvanaess has not 
progressed as rapidly as céuld be

The want of proper organiza- 
tion, except in the more favored 
districts, has prevented the farm- 
ers rally from securi and 
retaining t services good 
breeding sires.
